Professor James A. Smith, founder
of the Smithsonlan Business college,
fermerly the Intermountain Business
college, and {ts active head for g
quarter of a century, yesterday an-
nourced his retirement as a commer-
cial school educator and the severing
of his connection with the college
by & leasa of the waell established §n-
gtitutlon to C. S. Springer of the Uni-
versity of Utah summer school fac-
ulty, Mr. Springer acquired the lease
scvoral days ago, following megotia.
tions that were begun shortly after
the closa of the 1815-16 school term,
Profeesor Smith having planged his
retirement a number of months ago,
due to the removal of members of
his family—who were also members
ef the college faculty—from the elty.

With the passing of the “dean" of
Ttah commercial school educators
from active life in the school room
where, in the past twenty-filve years,
he mot only superintended the edu-
cation of several thousands of stu-
uents, but delved into his spaclous
storehouse of practical experlence in
the ways of life for their bhenefit, with
the spirit of personel Interest that is
the basls of suceess in educational
work. Many of these studénts now
hold bigh positions in the commer-
cial, professional and educational
field of the Intermountain states
Many othWs though [illing leeser po-
sition= are well started in life and all

remember Professor Smith with a
feeling deeper than respect,
The retiring commercial educator

was not born with fame or riches,
but, what he considers next best, was
horn in Ohio. He went to the state
of lowa when a small boy and there
recelved a common, ungraded coun-
try schopl education. Taken from the

teacher. A few years later, he was

pleked up by the rallways of lowa and
in three months was both ticket and |
freleht agent for two roads occupying
Lthe sume station.

Loading hlg effects. {ncluding a
large family, onto a traln and put-
ting a horse and Lhree COWS into the
car with his furniture, the educator
came to Ogden. This was In 1890
and, early the following Yyear, believ-
ing the field to be ripe for the estab-
lishment of a commercial school ana |
encouraged in the bellef by the ploneer
merchant Fred J. Kiesel and qthet:s.
he established the Inter-Mountain
Jusiness college.

The growth of this school, now the
Smitheonian college, fs well known
in the weat, as students have been
drawn from nearly every state wesl
of the Migsissippl river, 48 many as
olght states being represenied on Iis
rolle in a gingle year. The [irst class
of the Inter-Mountain college wis com-
nosed of seven students and the
school was conducted in a second
floor room of the bullding now oc-
cupled by the Boyle Furniture comnl-
pany, at that time occupied by the
W. H. Wright & Sons’ company. It
was continued fn that location for
six yenrs, the enrollment growing un-
tfl the class {n 1806 numbered 120
pupile. At that time, Professor
Smith also conducted a summer nor
mal school, which had an enrollment
of about fifty students, among them
being some of the hest known educa-
tors of Weber county

In 1897, the business of the W. H.
Wright & Sons company having ex-
panded untll the company required
the use of the rooms In which the
school was located, the college was
moved to the second floor of the Og-
den Furniture & Carpet company
building, which had been fitted up for
the Y. M. C. A, but which could not
be kept up by that organization.

This home was used [or two years
and then the expansion of the Ogden
FPurniture & Carpet company's busi:
ness made another move necessary
The school was then taken to the sec-
ond floor of the Mercer bullding on
Twenty-fourth street, now the home
of the Ogden labor unlons, the entire
floor was utilized for class rooms and
the Iater-Mountain Business college
prospered i{n this location for six
years.

Professor Smith, having acquired
property on Twenty-fourth sireet near
Grant avenue, in the years that had
passed since coming to Ogden, he
built in 1905 the Smithsonian college

at the rear of College Court, hls
home, Last year, this institutioh
lonsed 297 students and for several
veiars the average enrollment has
been nearly three hundred, with a fac-
ulty of eight teachers.

During the early years of his school
work, Professor Smith “burned the
midnight oil,” until he secured a life
professional certificate to teach 1o
any school in the state of Nebraska.
He then took up a lterary and nor-
mal course, which he pursued for fn11r‘
vears, taking a diploma In 1888. La
for he was granted the degree of|
M. S from the L W. U. of lowa and
an A. M. from the C. U. of JTowa, Thir-|
ty vears ago, he was for four years
seeretary of the State Board of Edu
cational Councils of Nebraska, and
conducted the first successful county
pormnl institute held in that state
In econnection with this work, he
wrote an article on “The Normal
Qchool” and read it before the State
Superintendents and State Teachers'

conventions. This was published In
pamphlet form and became the
eroundwork of the county normal
scheol work. Through it, the Ogden

man gnlned the title of “The Father
of the Normal County Institute Work"
in Nebraska, by which he s still
known ta the educators in that state.

work with service to the local congre-
gation of the First Baptist church,

spirit of optimism, lllustrated by his
motto as former president of the
Smithsonian college, “l have no trou-
[bles, tell me yours,” he is enable to
lay down his mantle of teacher, still
in vlgor and expeclant of passing
[many more yvears in the clty where.
as ha sald this morning, he found his
life's work and greatest pleasure.

FOR CONFERENCE

Salt Lake, Ang. j1—For several
hours last night (o Democratic state
executlve commiitep mulled over
pluna for the state nominating con-
vention at Ogden, August 18, without

mentioning any candidates for the
nominations.
The committes gathered to hear

the draft of a tentative state platform
to be submitted to the conventlon by
way of suggestion. This draft had
been prepared by flve of the mem-
bers, and provoked much dlscussion
It will come up again at another
meeting of the committes August 19,
when the temporary officers of the
convention will ba nominated.

The commlttee had thought to at-
tend to this matter last night, but the
discussion over the platform took up
50 much time that the lateness of the
hour made adjournment necessary be-
fore the gubject was reached.

Except that the tentative draft of a
platform contains planks eulogizing
President Wilson and the acts of the
national administration, and a tenta-
tive plank for prohibition, nothing of
the contents was revealed by the Dem-
ocratio leaders who were In attend-
ance at the meeting,

Among them were a conslderable
number of those Democrats who have
bren “suggested” by thelr followers
from time to time as possible .candl-
dates for governor. Some of them
were broached with the inquiry as to
whether they would become candl-
dates, and without exception they an-
SW{'N‘-"J in Mrm disavowals.

Senator J. W. Funk of Cache coun-
ly explained the dearth of avowed
candidates by remarking with a smile
that “the Domoecrats belleve In the
office seeking the man” The senator,
by the way, was one of the possibill-
tles who disclalmed that he was a
candldate.
